America’s Opportunity 
In a Hungry World 


. fall’s harvesttime once was counted upon by many 
authorities to ease the world’s food crisis. But the easing, if 
any, will in all likelihood be largely statistical, and not some- 
thing quickly converted into meals for the hungry. For a long 
period to come, perhaps for a year or more, a vast multitude 
of human beings will still languish in the shadow of starvation, 
and great numbers of them will die. 


IT DOES NO GOOD now to cry over the might-have-been. It 
does no good to say that the United States and the United 
Nations in general should have acted more promptly and 
with greater foresight on the clear warnings sounded well 
over a year ago. That kind of thinking will not bring back a 
single life that has been lost, nor will it save any that bread 
alone can save. At this point—clearly, grimly—the only 
thing that can help is an unremitting relief effort by every 
country equipped for it, which means particularly, and 
above all, America. 


THE BAsIC FACTS of the situation are too familiar to need 
detailed reviewing. Because of heartbreaking drouths and 
the ruin and disruptions of the most terrible of all wars, the 
rice crops of Asia and the wheat crops of Europe and North 
Africa have been far below normal. As a result, according to 
an estimate by former President Hoover, virtually a quarter 
of the earth’s population has been living in an atmosphere of 
famine for months past—the most dreadful threat of its kind 
in centuries. Men, women, and children have been dying by 
the thousands, and scores of millions have been barely man- 
aging to exist on bleak diets with a daily calorie content 
ranging from not much more than 1,500 to 1,000 or less. 


HERE IN ABUNDANT America, where the individual calorie 
intake is about 3,300 per day, it is not pleasant to read these 
depressing things, and no one of us with humanitarian in- 
stincts can fail to be moved deeply by them. It takes little 
imagination to understand what they mean. They mean a 
slow and ghastly torment of physical and spiritual erosion. 
They, mean babies born without a chance to live. They mean 
family tragedies without number. They mean sickness and 
death for huge segments of humanity in all age groups of both 
sexes. The situation is a challenge to the conscience of every 
American; for every American, whether child or adult, is in 
a position to take some of the darkness out of the picture. In 
our homes we need only be a little more careful about wasting 
food, we have merely to cut down a trifle on our consumption 
of wheat and fats, and we are literally robbing famine of 
countless human beings otherwise marked for its victims.

Our own government and other governments must 
act vigorously together in coping with the situation. But the 
role to be played by the American home and family is of 
prime significance—a moral obligation resting on all of us. 
Moreover, conscience, charity, and good will to one side, it is 
a matter of enlightened self-interest. Widespread starvation 
breeds anarchy and frays the social fabric of nations, and a 
sound peace cannot be built while it lasts. For our own good, 
therefore, as well as for the good of humanity 


abroad, we cannot safely do less than our best y%

Chase Chiggers—

Ir YOU were a soldier or a sailor in the South Pacific theater, you 
probably used the amazingly effective G.I. mosquito and chigger 
repellents.

The tiny, black flies 
that nip untreated ankles hasten elsewhere. So do fleas and gnats.

Community campaign best. Obviously, a one-man campaign 
isn’t potent against an enemy as widely dispersed as ragweed. But 
when a community arms itself with 2,4-D, it can be “‘Good-bye to 
ragweed pollen,” according to research done for the Michigan Board 
of Public Health by Dr. B. H. Grigsby, of Michigan State College. 

It’s not too late to interest your community. July 15 to 30 is the 
ideal time to apply 2,4-D to the ragweed. 


Killing plants not necessary. Used at standard strength recom- 
mended for killing dandelions in lawns, one drenching spray with 
2,4-D will kill every ragweed plant wet by the spray. Where soil 
erosion or complete eradication of food and shelter for wildlife would 
be a tragic consequence of wholesale removal of ragweed, 2,4-D 
may be applied at one-fourth the usual strength. The ragweed will 
not be killed, but it will produce no pollen or seeds.

heap Wiring Is Expensive 


Have inefficient electrical equipment? Look 
behind the walls for the expense gremlin 


By Frank Reichstein 





Electricity is much like water; use too small a wire or too 
small a pipe, and the steady stream becomes a mere trickle 


Back at the turn of the century, 
electricity entered a few American 
homes on two small wires. Those 
two wires permitted one electric 
light in each room, and proved ade- 
quate until 1915, when the electric 
iron and “piano lamp” gained 
favor. Then pioneering electrical 
engineers thought it best to put 
“‘more copper’ into home-wiring 
systems. 

From 1915 on, electricity found 
more and more tasks to perform for 
the homemaker, and now there ap- 
pears no end to future electrical 
wizardry. , 

Consider, then, how new appli- 
ances antiquate millions of old 
wiring systems still in use today. The 
shiniest new refrigerator must work 
harder on low voltage, and an elec- 
tric roaster-oven can cook a meal or 
bake a pie only with difficulty when 
fed current thru a stingy little wire. 

Many older homes have only one 
or two circuits, probably capable of 
a 3850-watt “load.” How inade- 
quate that is today, how disappoint- 
ing it will be tomorrow. A toaster, 
an electric iron, an electric refrig- 
erator, a food mixer, a roaster-oven, 
and an exhaust fan need nearly 
3300 watts alone! While you may 
never use all of these appliances at 
once, several of them will tax an 
old-fashioned circuit system to the 
utmost. Current wasted in the form 
of heat makes appliances operate 
inefficiently, and sometimes inef- 
fectually. 


To DEMONSTRATE the advan- 
tages of better wiring, a Wisconsin 
man devised a special panel. On one 
corner was mounted a resistor which 
represented a roaster-oven. Next on 
the same wire was a small motor, 
which drew no current but spun a 
colored disc. Next was a plug for a 
flatiron, then another motor with 
colored disc, another resistor to 
approximate a washing machine, 
another motor, and so on. With the 
current on, the disadvantage of one 
or two circuits was obvious. The 
disc beyond the first resistor moved 


slowly, the second disc moved more 
slowly, and the third barely moved 
at all. 

So don’t push your broiler into 
the corner, and don’t blame your 
new ironer for being a current glut- 
ton. Look behind the walls for the 
expense gremlin; he is there in the 
form of inadequate wiring. Tho 
electric rates in many states con- 
tinue a downward trend, some con- 
sumers pay the difference in “‘over- 
time’ operation of appliances be- 
cause they have old wiring systems. 

Many electrical contractors con- 
fess it is difficult to sell adequate 
wiring. Some customers choose the 
cheapest submission because they 
believe “all wiring is the same.” 
That is far from the truth. How 
many circuits have you planned in 
your new home? Why have more 
than one or two? How can you tell 
how many circuits you now have? 


THe number of circuits required 
for a home depends upon its size. 
For general purposes, there should 
be a separate circuit for each 500 
square feet of floor area. And there 
should be at least one circuit of 
larger wire, serving convenience 
outlets in kitchen and dining areas, 
and at least one more such circuit 
for convenience outlets in the laun- 
dry. 

If you hope to have an electric 
range, a water heater, an oil burner, 
stoker, or air-conditioning unit, you 
must plan a separate circuit for each. 

And unlike the electric consumer 
of 1900, you should provide for new 
appliances, even for those which 
have not been invented, for it will 
cost you little to be prepared. Extra 
terminals in the distribution cab- 
inet, from which additional circuits 
can be extended, should be con- 
sidered. If you plan to own an 
automatic-laundry unit, a clothes 
dryer, or an air filter, include spare 
circuit positions in your wiring plans. 

You can tell how many circuits 
you have in your present home by 
looking in the basement fuse box.

1896 *““Mother screamed, father swore, and the horses 


shied at our first encounter with a horseless carriage. Tho we’d 
seen pictures of rich folks riding around in imported French 
runabouts at Newport and places like that and had heard 
Uncle Will describe the ‘Famous Duryea Motor-Wagon’ ex- 
hibited by Barnum & Bailey last summer, this was a terrifying 
experience, at least to Mother. Bicycles—Americans owned 
10,000,000 of them—were bad enough, with village sports 
pedaling like mad halfway across the state, and nice girls coast- 
ing down byways in shorter and shorter skirts, even bloomers! 





1901 “Uncle Will, like thousands of country doctors, was 


the first car owner in the county. It took him a half-hour to 
fire up his Stanley Steamer in the morning, and he had to be 
an engineer .as well as a surgeon to keep it running. But it 
added miles to the territory he could serve and enabled him to 
see more patients in a day than he used to in a week with a 
horse and buggy. Folks got to figuring that if a car was depend- 
able enough for a doctor, it should be all right for anybody.

1906 “Our first car was a 1906 touring model. Every evening 
in the summer we would drive out to the end of the paving. On 
Sundays, Father would venture farther. But it usually rained, and 
we'd arrive home behind a horse. Town marshalls and farmers 
had it in for city dudes in cars. Lawmakers voted to keep motor- 
ists off the roads, until they saw the possibilities of using cars for 
campaign trips. Health faddists warned against inhaling danger- 
ous fumes and insects, while moralists compared the speed habit 
to indulgence in tobacco and alcohol.

1911 **All that was lacking in Aunt Minnie’s electric was the 


aroma of old lavender. Safe, noiseless, and odorless, it couldn’t go 
far without recharging, so she seldom ventured beyond the city 
limits. Electrics were on the way out, tho. Most of the 200,000 
cars built in 1911 had 4- or 6-cylinder gas engines. Speed and 
power were glorified in the Vanderbilt Cup Races, usually won 
by foreign cars, and the races at the new Indianapolis Speedway. 
Cars were getting larger, with such refinements as windshields, 
wire wheels, left-hand drive, electric headlights, and self-starters. 





1916 — : 
“When my brother Dave took over one of Father’s 


farms, he bought a Model T. You could get one for $365, and half 
a million were sold in 1916, mostly to farmers, who didn’t mind 
the drab black paint, the jerky starts, or the lack of shock absorb- 
ers. Country roads were little better than they had been in 1900, 
but Dave and his wife and thousands like them were reaching out 
and breaking down the barriers of loneliness that had isolated 
farm folks. They went to the county seat to shop, bought less from 
the general store and the mail-order house. Cars had a lot to do 
with the consolidated school movement, too. [ Turn to next page

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1921 “We took our first long auto trip in 1921—from 


Omaha to Salt Lake. It took us three days to reach Denver! 
But it was something we’ll never forget. The staggering views 
of the Rockies from Berthoud Pass, the smell of pines in night 
camps beside rushing mountain rivers, the children’s delight in 
feeding cookies to the friendly chipmunks. In towns we camped 
in schoolyards or city camps—there were only about 500 tour- 
ist courts in the whole country. I read the other day where there 
were 13,500 by 1940. Only 120,000 cars entered national parks 
in 1920, the article said. In 1940 the number was 2,000,000. 


1926 — 
“Times were good in 1926, and we built a bungalow 


out in a new suburb. It was lovely, quiet, and so much cleaner 
than our old place closer in. Jim got home even more quickly 
in our new sedan than he used to on the crowded streetcar. We 
had room now to garden and grow tree roses by the driveway. 
We liked the schools, the church, our neighborhood shopping 
center with its drive-in market, and our neighbors. Jim said at 
last we were really living. Lots of other folks felt the same way, 
I guess. From 1930 to 1940, while large cities were gaining some 
in population, their suburbs were growing three times as fast. 
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1931 ‘Despite the depression, we did get the two cars in 
our garage—tho Bud’s ‘heap’ was a threat to property values 
on the street. Jim taught Bud to drive when he was 16. He 
made sure Bud knew the traffic rules and took the roadster 
away from him for a month for showing off with a load of 
girls. We didn’t worry much. We figured that if we’d brought 
Bud upright so far, he’d know how to take care of himself and 
the car. Bud loved to tinker with the motor, load the dash- 
board down with gadgets. During the war he flew a Liberator. 
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| 1936. “By now there were super-highways crisscrossing the 


nation. Uncle Sam and the states worked together to lift us out 
of the mud. It was a long pull, really begun back in 1919, when 
Oregon enacted the first state gasoline tax. On our trip this 
summer, we found gas taxes in every state, and I’m told they 
provided the biggest part of the 2 billion dollars we spend for 
roads each year. It seems like almost everyone owned a car 
right thru the depression. Installment buying made the used 
car easy to own. Even when money was scarce, folks hung on to 
their cars so they could keep on living in the suburbs, no matter 
where they worked.

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1941-45 “We got our last prewar car in 1939, little 


dreaming that it would have to last us thruout more than six 
years of war and economic turmoil. It wasn’t long after Pearl 
Harbor before the automobile factories were building only tanks 
and other war goods. Our tires wore out, thousands of mechan- 
ics were in the army or defense plants, parts were hard to get, 
and highways were neglected—but our 1939 car saw us thru. 
Thousands like it, and older, were carrying workers to jobs 
in shipyards and bomber plants, and keeping essential activities 
functioning at home. Thousands of trucks were hauling pro- 
duce to market, and moving wartime freight on the highways. 
A new car? We could wait.

Five natural enemies of the corn 
borer will be widely distributed in 
the eastern and Cornbelt states this 
summer by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Hope is 
held by research men that these 
parasites will halt the rapid spread 
of the corn borer. 

Experiments are underway at 
several experiment stations in at- 
tempts to breed varieties of corn 
resistant to borers, but the research 
is still in preliminary stages. 


Aerosol insect bombs improved. 
The best bombs contain 1 to 3 per- 
cent DDT, 2 to 3 percent pyreth- 
rum, 15 percent alkylated naptha- 
lene, and 80 percent Freon, accord- 
ing to Drs. L. D. Goodhue and W. 
R. Ballinger, of the U.S.D.A. 
Alkylated napthalene is needed 
in the bomb to make the DDT sol- 
uble in Freon. Pre-1946 aerosol 
bombs often contained sesame oil, 
cyclohexanone, or lubricating oil as 
the solvent. Experiments conducted 
by the U.S.D.A. scientists indicated 
this unwise for bombs likely to be 
stored in warm rooms. Unless the 
solvent materials are carefully re- 
fined by a special process, the DDT 
may break down chemically to form 
hydrochloric acid. The acid attacks 
the steel walls of the bomb. Such 
bombs may be unsafe if more than 
a year old, and, of course, have lost 
some of their insect-killing power. 
Aerosols contain insecticides dis- 
solved in liquid Freon under about 
100-pound pressure. Temperatures 
above 150 degrees increase this pres- 
sure with dangerous rapidity. There 
is a safety plug, to prevent explosion 
in case of fire, or when the bomb is 
stored accidentally near a radiator. 
When you open the valve on the 
bug bomb, liquid Freon expands 
suddenly to 260 times its original 
volume to form a noninflammable 
gas. Insecticides dissolved in the

Freon are shot out in nearly in- 
visible droplets. Freon itself is harm- 
less. It serves only to distribute the 
DDT and pyrethrum (see page 110 
for directions on where to use aerosol 
insect bombs indoors). 


Garden use of aerosols tried. 
Preliminary U.S.D.A. research has 
shown aerosol insect bombs useful 
for controlling many insects on 
vegetables. The equipment needed 
to concentrate the aerosol mist on 
the plants is still in the experimental 
stage and probably will be too ex- 
pensive for home-garden use. 

Major problem in using aerosol 
bombs for insect control on plants is 
to get the insecticide on the under- 
side of the leaf, usual hiding place of 
most insects. Aerosol mists float in 
the air for a long time, normally set- 
tle downward, wetting only the up- 
per surface of the leaves. 

U.S.D.A. experiments have shown 
that for more effective outdoor use, 
professional pest killers may prefer 
methyl chloride in place of the 
Freon. However, methyl chloride is 
highly poisonous to humans, and 
only the nonpoisonous, Freon-pro- 
pelled aerosol bombs are safe for 
amateurs to use.

All on a 90-Foot Lot 


By Martha B. Darbyshire’ 





The dining alcove is 8 by 13 feet. But it is visually ex- 


panded thru use of a large bay window overlooking the 
garden.

One end of the terrace, extending from the living room, is roofed * 
for protection from sun, wind, and rain. One wall is painted dark 
green, giving the area a restful, room-like quality. This end of 
terrace is often used for outdoor dining and by children at play 
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‘i home of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Thiem of West Los Angeles, Califor- 
nia, represented years of planning and 
dreaming. But when the time came to 
build, the Thiems struck a snag. It 
seemed impossible to satisfy their mini- 
mum needs, let alone their desires, on 
the 50- by 105-foot lot they had pur- 
chased. 

They took their problem to Architect 
Edla Muir, who found the solution in 
this plan, basically compact, yet spa- 
cious in principal living areas. 

A house of more than one floor level 
was dictated by limited foundation area. 
But a steeply pitched roof and heavy 
foundation planting give the home a 
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comfortable, bedded-down look, in 
harmony with the neighborhood. 

The attached double garage was 
placed at the front of the house, set 
back only 25 feet from the sidewalk. 
There’s actually little need for a drive- 
way longer than one car-length, and 
the arrangement left 50 feet of outdoor 
living space at the rear of the house, 
adequate for terrace, roofed porch, 
service yard, and lawn. 

Interior roominess was achieved by 
allotting minimum floor space to hall- 
ways and service areas. Abundant 
closet and storage space on the second 
floor helps keep the small home neat 
and uncluttered.

But you will find a radiant-heating system, designed by Homer 
Bird, Minneapolis heating engineer, to provide constant, mellow 
warmth without visible radiators or grilles. Improved building 
materials, such as acoustical plaster, are being tested here, under 
the “‘research home”’ program of the United States Gypsum Com- 
pany. There are new lighting fixtures, and a window combination 
of fixed and movable sash worth your study. 


To ACHIEVE greater unity, the furniture arrangement was 
determined when plans of the house were on the drawing board. 
The result is a cool, restful harmony without a trace of the garish- 
ness that so often turns “‘modern’”’ into ‘‘modernistic.’” Harold 
Reynolds, Chicago, was consultant on interior furnishings. 
There is no basement. Service rooms on the ground level bene- 
fit from full light and ventilation, and avoid the dangers of leaks 
and condensation. Attic storage space is dry and accessible. 
There is no guest room—the cost was felt to be out of propor- 
tion to its value. Convenience of use rather than cost dictated the 
placement of bathroom and shower room in the bedroom wing. 
Creative thinking plus a rigid insistence on practicality makes 
this home an outstanding example of what the postwar home can 
be just as soon as materials and labor are again plentiful.

If vegetables cannot be prepared 
for freezing promptly, or if there is too much produce to be 
taken care of immediately, arrange to keep it refrigerated. 

Work on a Production-Line Basis. [n the past you may have 
set aside whole days for the frenzied task of preserving. This is 
neither necessary nor desirable when freezing. It is better, 
both for you and the food, to work with smaller quantities, 
carrying thru the process of preparing for table use, blanching 
vegetables or sweetening fruits, packaging, and freezing. Then 
repeat the procedure until all produce on hand is taken care 
of. Less nutrients are lost, more flavor is retained, and freez- 
ing is not such an exhausting task for you. [Turn to page 76

Over- 
blanching causes excessive loss of color, flavor, and 
nutrients. Under-blanching is likely to result in a 
poor product. So— : 
DO have water boiling rapidly before immersing 
vegetables; use large kettle and plenty of water. 
DO wait until water has again come to a full, roll- 
ing boil before starting to count blanching time. 
DO time for the recommended blanching period; 
for accuracy, place clock (with second hand) on 
the range or near it where you can readily watch it. 
DO remove vegetables immediately; chill thoroly.

One to two minutes more 
time is required for steam blanching. Two requisites 
are a low rack (on which to put the vegetable above 
the water line) and a tight-fitting lid (to keep 
steam from escaping freely).

DO maintain enough heat under kettle to create 
sufficient steam thruout the blanching period. 
DO set vegetables in place (in wire-mesh basket), 
replace tight cover, and start timing immediately.

About one and one-half cups fruit and one-half cup 
sirup will fill a pint carton. Use about a 50-percent 
sirup on berries, cherries, figs; 60-percent on others.

DO make sirup in advance and chill it before using 
if it’s made by dissolving sugar in boiling water. 
DO try to figure out packaging needs beforehand.

It is always best to steam blanch sweet corn. 
More flavor and nutrients are retained in sweet 
corn if it is blanched on the ear and then cut 
from cob into ice water after first being chilled 


If you have a medium- or large-sized pressure 
saucepan, use it for steam blanching. Place 
cover in position and steam vegetables for the 
recommended length of time with vent open 


Use packages to fit the vegetable, and vege- 
tables to fit the package. Flat, rectangular, 
top-opening cartons are well suited to whole 
green beans, broccoli, small carrots, and the like 





Fruit may get mushy and shapeless if first 
mixed into freezing sirup, Avoid this unnec- 
essary handling by preparing fruit directly in- 
to freezing containers, then pouring on sirup 





Ice in the cleaning water makes delicate fruits, 
such as berries, firm and attractive. Warm 
water causes them to become waterlogged, 
mushy. Discard any of the soft, overripe fruit 





Peaches and similar fruits turn brown very 
readily. Best preventive is to add | teaspoon 
ascorbic acid powder, Vitamin C, (from drug- 
store) to 4 cups sirup, and mix well before using 





For most dessert fruits, 1 pound of sugar for 
each 4 or 5 pounds of fruit is sufficient, unless 
an extra-sweet fruit is preferred. Use less 
sugar if you are freezing the fruit for pies 


Freeze and package fruits in containers which 
are liquid-tight and airtight. Many suitable 
cartons are now available. See photograph— 
some have a “window” to verify your label! 


Notice the metal slip-in lids on this type of 
package. (They’re also watertight.) Watch for 
new developments in postwar freezing con- 


tainers. Metals will be coming into prominence

How much fun do you have with your baby? Do 
you really enjoy him, or is he so much work that you 
don’t have time? 

Look ahead, mothers. Make time. It’s much more 
important than getting the last speck of dust off the 
table or putting a high polish on the silver. 

It’s not just a platitude that “babies grow up so 
fast.” It’s the truth. For months, you were going to 
have a baby. Plans for his arrival filled your thoughts. 
You bought tiny clothes, sewed or knitted other 
small garments. Then he ceased to be a theoretical 
object and became an actual young one, demanding 
everything you had togive—your time, your thoughts, 
your strength—at a time when it seemed that you had 
very little of any. 

When you took over his entire care and feeding, 
you probably were surprised to find it a full-time job. 
It’s a steady performance to keep him sweet, clean, 
well-fed, and contented. But for his sake, and your 
own, take time to love him. Take time to enjoy him. 

The best child specialists agree that a baby needs 
loving and affection and cuddling if he is to develop a 
well-rounded personality. That’s for his benefit. For 
your own, you want to have fun with him and store 
up happy memories for the future. 


N ANCY never could wait until Sandy “got a little 
older.” First it was so she wouldn’t have to sterilize 
bottles and mix his formula every day, or else she 
wished he could feed himself. Then she waited for the 
day when she could forget diapers, or when he could 
go to the bathroom alone. 

She’ll be glad when he can do something more for 
himself.

Ir YOU are wondering how you can possibly get the change you need 
in only two weeks’ vacation time, or on a meager budget, or with a 
tired car, or with a family of various and assorted tastes—then this is 
the summer to try a spot trip. 

Next year, perhaps, you'll be able to squander travel miles for a 
single, distant goal. This summer you may do better to see how much 
you can see in minimum mileage, with the fewest possible hours at the 
wheel, an economical one-climate wardrobe, and as much energy and 
money as possible left over for enjoyment. 

Almost any area in America will reward concentration with a rich- 
ness of travel experience you might never suspect was there on the 
usual merry whisk-thru. In some areas, indeed, things to do and see are 
concentrated for you, and even a short circle tour, planned to avoid 
repetition and to give you an idea, at least, of each of that area’s varied 
attractions, will pay back big returns for every mile you drive.

We Made These 


Lap ‘Trays 


By Marion Reed Aldrich 


They add a lot to our lawn parties 


lr YOU lack table space when you 
entertain in your garden, or if, like 
me, you like to sit on the grass while 
tackling a barbecued chicken or 
juicy, broiled steak, lap trays are 
just the thing. 

Placed neatly on your lap, one of 
them will hold a plate of luscious 
outdoor food, a glass of iced tea or a 
cup of hot coffee, and silverware. 
We made eight trays. Here’s how: 

For each tray, we used an 8-by- 
12-inch rectangle of quarter-inch 
plywood. We rounded the corners 
and made a shallow cut along the 
front of each so it would fit the con- 
tour of the body. Then we smoothed 
each board with extra-fine sand- 
paper and applied a sealer coat of 
clear shellac. We sanded lightly to 
remove raised fibers, then decorated 
with decal transfers. We used Mexi- 
can figures, but you might prefer 
some other design. 

Next we applied a coat of spar 
varnish and sanded lightly, so the 
second and last coat of varnish 
would adhere. That last coat of var- 
nish finished the job.

PuonocraPu records can give 
lifelong enjoyment. A little care in 
handling them will pay back divi- 
dends in fidelity and tone; a few 
restorative measures will prolong 
their wear. Here are six rules for 
making phonograph records last: 





1. Handle records only by their 
edges, or with a silk cloth, to avoid 
danger of finger-marking the grooves 





2. Before playing, clean record with 
a swatch of soft velvet or a special 
brush. To remove dust without 
scratching, apply a circular motion 
conforming to the record’s grooves 





3. Prevent warping by keeping all 
records in albums or the original 
envelopes, stored vertically on edge, 
never laid flat or tilted on a shelf 





4. Make sure records are stored away 
from radiators or registers and hid- 
den from direct sunlight, to further 
avoid the threat of possible warping 





5. To clean badly-soiled records use 
a soft cloth after you have shaken it 
to remove lint and then dampened 
it with cold water. Dry the records 
immediately with a similar soft cloth 








6. To restore warped records, put 
them on a smooth surface, weight 
with records of identical size, and 
let them stand at least 48 hours

Playtime Problems 


Ir ISN’T as if you weren’t having 
enough problems with your child’s 
eating, sleeping, and toilet-training. 
Playtime, too, you find, raises spe- 
cial problems of its own. 

“What are the best kinds of toys 
for my baby?” “‘How can I keep 
track of my little boy when he’s out- 
side in the yard?” “‘What can I do 
to entertain my active little girl on 
a rainy day?” “How can I save 
myself steps and work, to make my 
toddler’s playtime my rest period?” 

Young Mothers who have found 
solutions to problems like these have 
written us about them, and _ this 
month we're passing on some of 
their suggestions. Playthings, for 
instance—sometimes children like 
simple, everyday household items 
better than they like expensive, 
complicated toys. 

Mrs. Mervin Hall of Lamont, 
Iowa, writes that her baby enjoyed 
grasping and crushing a sheet of 
waxed paper long before he could 
hold a regular toy; and Mrs. M. 
Shipton of Cleveland suggests filling 
asmall, cloth, salt or sugar sack with 
tissue paper or Cellophane. “My 6- 
month-old baby loves to hear the 
crackling of the paper,” she explains. 
‘“‘At the same time, I can be sure 
that she isn’t getting any of the pa- 
per in her mouth.” 


Stringing Beads. Not infrequently 
wooden beads or similar playthings 
have to be restrung to make them 
safe for Baby. A shoestring is best, 
since the metal end acts as a 
“needle,” and the string is strong, 
won't often break, or come un- 
raveled.—Mrs. Tom A. Ross, Bur- 
lington, Iowa. 


Easy to Loeate. When I send my 
little runabout out to play, I see that 
some bit of his clothing (cap, blouse, 
tie) is a bright color. It’s easy to 
locate him at a glance, and avoids 
so much calling to him.—Mrs. Elton 
M. Roby, Plain City, Ohio. 


Step-Saver. Save yourself many 
steps by adding an extra door pull 
to the outside screen doors, low 
enough for your tiny children to 
reach when they want to come in 
from playing out of doors. An old 
spool will serve the purpose, and is 
unnoticeable when painted the same 
color as the doorframe.— Mrs. A. L. 
Byrd, Phenix City, Alabama. 


Tiny Swing. One day | found my

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We Take the Kids Alon 


By Jean J. Berbert 


My husband and I have developed a system for 


automobile trips, and among other things have 


learned how to get good children at the dime store 


. 
I AR too much of what you read 
about travel implies that you do it 
blissfully on your own, while the 
kids, if any, stay home with a de- 
lighted grandmother or an efficient 
nurse. 

Ours don’t. They go right along 
with us, and with complete success 
for all concerned. On our most re- 
cent trip, three weeks on the road, 
5,000 miles of driving, Dickie was 
3, Betty Jean, 9, and John, 11. 


Here’s how we do it: 


Clothes we select for comfort, eco- 
nomical packing, and their ability 
to come out of overnight washing 
and drying at least wearable. For 


Dickie: 1, 3-piece corduroy suit, 1 
pair overalls, 2 pairs shoes, 4 sets 
undies, 6 pairs socks, 3, 2-piece knit 
or seersucker suits with short pants 


in dark colors, 2 knit shirts, 1 wool 
sweater, 2 pairs pajamas. For Betty 
Jean and John, similar outfits, minus 
1 suit each and various items of 
underwear. Their favorites: Navy 
blue gabardine with yellow knit 
shirts. Dressed to match, and loudly, 
they find it easier to stick together! 


Other equipment we plan even 
more carefully. The comfort and 
safety value of such things as paper 
towels, a sewing kit, paper cups, 
make them worthy of a list and a 
last-minute check. Include by all 
means a thermos jug, clean rags, 
extra bedding and towels, a small 
pillow for each child, simple laundry 
equipment including a bottle of 
household bleach to double as disin- 
fectant, dry-cleaning fluid, writing 
materials, paper bags for the in- 
evitable trash. Musts in our first-aid 
kit are rubbing alcohol, sterile gauze 
and cotton, merthiolate, and ready- 
to-use adhesive bandages in assorted 
sizes. We also put in a tube of burn 
ointment, adhesive tape, boric-acid 
crystals, camphorated oil, aspirin, 
small scissors, and tweezers. 


Conduet we drill for weeks ahead, 
especially the simple rules of high- 
way health: Always wash with soap 
before eating; keep hands away from 
eyes and mouth; drink lots of water; 
go to the bathroom regularly; don’t 
touch the toilet seat. Each child we 
provide with his own drinking cup, 
in addition to the family supply of 
paper cups, while gargling with an 
antiseptic mouthwash becomes part 
of the toothbrushing routine. Ex- 
perience will quickly teach you that 
certain oil companies maintain 
service-station rest rooms you can 
always count on for a maximum of 
facilities and sanitation. 


Packing is simplified by giving each 
child his own suitcase and complete 
responsibility for it. Even Dickie has 


his, large enough for his immediate 
needs and more personal possessions, 
with the rest in the large, family, 
“overflow” bag. 


En route the children belong in 
the back seat, and know it. En- 
throned on layers of extra towels 
and blankets, each with his own pil- 
low, they can nap as they wish. To 
break up the long hours for them, 
we make it a practice to make fre- 
quent “play-spot” stops, at state 
parks or other points of interest, so 
they can get out and stretch their 
legs. And, whenever practical, we 
buy only 10 gallons of gasoline at a 
time, so that rest-room stops, some- 
times climaxed by an ice-cream cone 
or a bottle of milk, come at desirable 
intervals. 


Eating is something you must con- 
trol. Candy bars, hot cakes, and 
doughnuts are not for traveling 
children. Mine start the day with a 
paper cup of fruit juice, with fruit 
and graham crackers a little later in 
case they become too hungry before 
we find a spot to breakfast. I carry 
both always, for in-between snacks 
that simultaneously fill and regulate 
their plumbing. Lunch is usually 
sandwiches, eaten en route or at a 
noon-hour play-spot. Not until din- 
ner do we let go, when half portions 
of steak like Daddy’s or chicken like 
Mother’s have time, during a quiet 
evening and a good night’s sleep, 
to digest properly. 


Overnight. By sundown, we start 
looking for lodgings. The earlier we 
start, the wider our choice. When we 
must drive late, we wire ahead. 
These days it’s the early word that 
gets the room. 

Motor courts, with rooms and ad- 
joining garage on ground level, have 
distinct advantages when you’re 
traveling with children. Moving in 
is a simple process. I make a dilute 
solution of the antiseptic in the 
washbowl, wash out the bowl with 
a clean rag, then wipe off the toilet 
seat and throw the rag away, and 
we’re set—for showers; a change in- 
to the clean clothes we'll put on 
again in the morning, and a good 
night’s rest. 


Day’s start. After any long stop 
we hold what we call our “penny 
hunt.” For every article found 
around after suitcases are packed, 
the finder receives a penny. Eco- 
nomically sound, it’s a guarantee 
that you won’t turn up at the next 
stop with a toothbrush or a bed- 
room slipper missing. 


Pastimes. When long hours on the 
road bring a tendency to horseplay, 
we sing: [ Turn to page 105

No matter how 

many years you’ve 

Be driven, or how clean 

Safe! your slate, this sum- 

mer’s driving will be 

different. The aver- 

age car you meet on the road will, 

for one thing, be twice as old as the 

cars you met prewar; in some areas 

road conditions may be uncertain 

or definitely under par; in others 

highway patrols, relaxed during the 

war, may not be back to normal. 

Here are general touring cautions 

against which to check your driving 
habits: 

Driving laws differ in different 
states. Rather than waste time 
arguing with local authorities, find 
out—at your nearest stop to the 
state line—the speed limit, whether 
or not you may pass a parked school 
bus, and other regulations. 

Road signs mean what they say. 
Even when there are no signs to 
guide you, drive any strange road 
with caution, never so fast but that 
you could stop within the distance 
you can see ahead. When you follow 
another car, says the National Safe- 
ty Council, allow one car-length 
between for every 10 miles of speed. 

Start out slowly in the morning, 
drive slower late in the day. Give 
your eyes and your muscles time to 
become adjusted after your night’s 
sleep. And remember that after 
four or five hours at the wheel, both 
eyesight and muscles begin to tire. 

Two-thirds of all highway acci- 
dents occur at night. So check your 
lights before you set out after dark. 
When another driver refuses to dim 
his, don’t fight back with your 
brights: Showing him up is scarcely 
worth an accident. Instead, spare 
your eyes by keeping them on the 
white line or the shoulder. 


To PASS a truck at night, pull out 
slightly from behind it, signal with 
your lights. Etiquette requires the 
truck driver to signal back when the 
road is clear for passing. 

To check your own brakes, the 
International Association of Chiefs 
of Police suggests placing any object 
one inch thick at the base of the 
brake pedal and pushing down. If 
the pedal meets the object before 
the brakes take hold, better have 
them tightened or relined before 
driving farther.

Core of the 
system is the youth hostel itself, an 
inexpensive overnight lodging, open 
exclusively to hikers, bikers, canoe 
trippers, and others bearing an 
American Youth Hostel pass. 


A . THE typical hostel, you pay 25 
cents plus a small sum for fuel; fur- 
nish your own sheets, food, eating 
utensils; abide by hostel rules, and 
clean up after yourselves. The

“Keeping calm is as important in 
dog-raising as in child care. Several 
of the requirements of children and 
dogs are the same. Each primarily 
needs nourishment, proper shelter, 
training in cleanliness and other 
conduct necessary for successful ad- 
justment to the business of living, a 
certain amount of discipline, con- 
centration on a few individual req- 
uisites, and last but not least, a good- 
ly amount of genuine affection wise- 
ly applied. 

“Good shelter is as essential to the 
well-being of the dog as of Junior— 
tho it be in modified form.

Tue advisability of taking the 
time and trouble to see that proper 
care is given in the first place, in- 
stead of later striving to remedy its 
lack, is a lesson better learned on a 
pet than on your child.

Paths That Say “It’s Cool” 


By Dorothy H. Jenkins 


THERE is no chance for a lawn at this Port Washington, 
Long Island home. There are just too many shade trees. 
But on a hot summer day there’s not a-cooler place for 
miles around. There’s the quiet of a fairy glade along the 
paths that wind among the evergreens and fasts plants 


in the shady garden. 


Altho many persons have hesitated to use more than a 
single type of material for paths on a small lot, here’s an 
example of how paths of Long Island sand, concrete, and 
turf may be combined. Each has its particular advantages: 


Gottscho 





Sand, a half inch deep over firmed 
soil, makes a path with the flavor of 
Long Island. This is the south side 
of the house, a spot where sun spills 
thru the maple leaves. Portulaca 
spreads in masses of gay color, an

This Kitchen Got 






















Before: Dreary and dated described this kitchen. Something 
had to be done about those bulky and awkward cabinets, the 
rough worktable of exposed wood, and the too-low sink 


Mosr everyone has heard about 
the “straw that broke the camel’s 
back.”? Well, something like that 
happened in the kitchen of the Dan- 
iel MacKinnon home in Newton 
Highlands, Massachusetts. Except 
in this case the last straw happened 
to be a backbreaking sink, and the 
back belonged to Mrs. MacKinnon. 

She had been patient with that 
ungainly kitchen for years, but one 
day while doubled up over a dish- 
pan in the too-low sink, her pa- 
tience snapped! 

*“Enough’s enough,” said Mrs. 
MacKinnon. “Something’s going to 
be done about this prehistoric kitch- 
en, and it’s going to start with that 
sink!” 

Maybe you have a kitchen that 
resembles the MacKinnons’. If so,

stand aloof from the cabinets (as tho 
they weren’t on speaking terms), 
and cabinets planned for long-dis- 
tance reaching (only a giraffe could 
see what was on the top shelves). 
You’ll know, too, how discouraging 
it is to try to keep a wood floor and 
dado fresh looking. 


Per HAPS your patience and _ your 
kitchen have been waiting for some 
of these changes.

First came that double sink that 
you see under the window, then a 
shiny new stove, and finally so many 
cabinets that storage space is almost 
doubled. The wall cabinets are all 
shorter than the old ones, so there’s 
more working room under them, 
and even top shelves can be com- 
fortably reached. A metal-covered 
asbestos plate is attached to the 
underside of the cabinets over the 
stove to protect them from the heat, 
and there’s a soffit between cabinet- 
tops and ceiling to eliminate dust- 
catching. Over the sink the soffit is 
cut into a graceful valance that 
conceals fluorescent lighting. 

The stove and sink are connected 
by continuous counters, so work can 
move along from refrigerator to 
stove with the speed and efficiency 


of an assembly line. Under the 
counters Mrs. MacKinnon has 
drawers .and cupboards designed 
and built to store all the many kitch- 
en staples. Under the sink there’s a 
slide-out towel rack and a soap bin 
on the back of the large cupboard’s 
door. Then, next to the refrigerator 
in the food-preparation center, 
there’s a bread drawer with storage 
under it for pots and pans. 


Waren Mrs. MacKinnon pauses 
in her meal preparation to survey all 
these fine improvements in her re- 
vamped kitchen, she’s glad now that 
the old low sink did put a few kinks 
in her back. For it was those very 
pains that inspired her to find a cure 
that has brought her the bright and 
cheery kitchen she now enjoys.

The War Isn't Over on the Food Front 


Tuere’s still time to plant carrots, snap beans, early-ma- 
turing sweet corn, beets, kale. Until middle July, plant seeds 
of cool-weather crops, such as rutabagas and Chinese cabbage, 
and set out plants of broccoli and early varieties of cabbage. 

If the heat gets you down, remember that every vegetable 
you grow releases that much more food to a hungry family in 
war-devastated lands. 

Replant idle rows vacated by earlier crops. Plant between 
rows soon to be harvested. Change your planting technique to 
offset dry weather of midsummer. Here’s how:

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Tailor-Made Trees 


By James 0. Cavanaugh 


The pine above is nearly 400 years 
old; the ginkgo is now 30 years old. 
Most famous dwarf trees are those 
in the Larz Anderson collection at 
the Arnold Arboretum in Boston. 
The trees were imported from Ja- 
pan by Mr. Anderson in 1913 when 
he returned home after serving as 
Ambassador Extraordinary from 
the United States to that country 


I GROW the familiar types of trees, 
but keep them tiny—only 2 to 20 
inches high after a third of a cen- 
tury of growth. 

How do I do it? 

My trees started life in a normal 
manner, but ever since they were 
tiny seedlings they have been stunt- 
ed by crowding the roots into tiny 
pots and by severely pruning the 
tops and roots. 

Crowding and severe pruning are 
the secrets for keeping trees small. 
Success or failure depends upon how 
and when these are done. 

Almost any kind of tree can be 
kept a midget. Coniferous trees are 
easiest to train, because unwanted 
buds and branches seldom appear. 

These tiny trees are useful at the 
edge of an outdoor pool or in a rock 
garden, as centerpieces for tables, 
or as the dominating feature in 
miniature gardens indoors. 

No tree, however, should be con- 
sidered primarily as an indoor plant. 
For healthy growth, even midget 
trees must be grown outdoors a 
major part of the time. 


Choose seedlings early. Training 
is easiest when the seedling is chosen 
while still young. Select the one with 
the shape most nearly like that you 
want in an old tree. Grow the seed- 
ling in the garden for a year before 
it is potted. : 

When it is ready to be potted, cut 
off the tap root or other main root. 
Avoid injuring the small roots. Plant 
in a small pot. Make sure the soil is 
firmed thoroly around the roots, and 
carefully prune the top so that the 
root system can provide enough food 


and water to keep the tree alive. 

To duplicate the gnarled, storm- 
tossed appearance reminiscent of 
trees growing in rocky regions along 
the seashore, or high in the moun- 
tains, try placing a rock directly 
under the trunk. Each time you re- 
pot, leave the tree a little higher out 
of the pot. Eventually, the rock will 
be at the surface of the soil, and the 
heavy roots of the tree will cling 
tightly to the rock before they enter 
the soil. 

The pots should be sunk to their 
rims in a protected place in the gar- 
den from spring to fall. Be sure that 
the roots are kept closely confined. 
If a root gets out thru the bottom of 
the pot and into rich soil, the tree 
will resume a normal rate of growth. 
Do not leave trees outside during 
severely cold weather. 


Prune annually. Pinch off the new 
growth in the spring. Take it off 
just above a bud or branch. The 
root, too, should be pruned each 
spring. 

Water twice weekly by plunging 
the pot into a pan of water, leaving 
it in the water until air bubbles no 
longer rise to the surface.

To fix: Remove door, loosen screws of hinges on the wall side, 
and insert a piece of cardboard 4 inch wide behind each hinge, near 
the edge of the jamb. Then tighten screws. This will tip the hinge, 
moving door near the lock jamb. Replace door and check results; if 
the door has not been tipped sufficiently, use thicker cardboard or give 
hinges on the door side the same treatment. 








Swelling of a door may prevent latch from entering the strike-plate 
opening. To fix: File the side of the opening. If wood under the open- 
ing is not removed to proper depth, it may cause the bolt to bind. A 
wide chisel driven between door and jamb near the lock will relieve 
tension so door can be unlocked. A small chisel should be used to 
deepen the hole, as sketched. 






Settling of a building may prevent latch from fitting opening in the 
strike plate. Examine plate to see where latch has been rubbing; in 
the sketch, the opening is too low. To fix: Remove plate and file 
opening sufficiently to permit latch to enter.

When a building settles on one side, a wedge-shaped opening 
may appear above the door. To fix: Lower head bey n0-4 and head 
jamb. Square a line across the face of side casings 34 inch above the 
top of the door and saw off high side, as sketched. ‘ine n door and 
square a line across side jamb }4 inch below side casing cut. 








Saw side jamb on this line to a depth of about 5/16 inch and remove 
wood between head jamb and cut. Then shorten side stop the thickness 
of head stop. Remove head casing from both sides and drive a wedge 
between header of the door opening and head jamb, as shown in the 


diagram. This will force head jamb down to saw cut in the side jamb. 


Nail the head jamb in place and replace head casing to complete the 


job of eliminating the wedge-shaped gap.

A tightly fitted door may swell in wet weather, becoming too 
large for the opening. The door will stick, and may not close at all. To 
fix: Plane 1/16 to 1% inch from the hinge edge of the door. First re- 
move door, draw a pencil line on both sides to show amount of wood 
to be removed, and unscrew both hinges.

Then plane the edge down to the pencil line, being careful to keep 
edge square with the face. Remove wood in hinge mortises with a 
chisel to the same depth as before, and replace hinges flush with the 
edge of the door. Hang door and check results,

D ARK international problems 
don’t get John B. down half as much 
as does a simple domestic problem. 
Brother Bill has calmly taken over 
John’s favorite reading chair and 
lamp, appropriated the Sunday 
newspaper. When he relinquishes it, 
the paper looks like a rat’s nest. 
_ Predatory, battle cries include, 
“Who gets the drumstick?” “I 
want the car,” and “Oh, I’ve just 
got to hear those radio programs.” 
If you want a welcome, keep 
hands off of your host’s prized pos- 
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sessions. A needy widow with four 
small children, after stays with sever- 
al relatives, assures me that there’s 
one law every doubler will do well 
to remember. The less you ask for, the 
more you'll get. 


Tip No. 4 will make you and the 
host happier. It reads, “‘Get out of the 
vay all you can\” 

Now and then everyone needs to 
be by himself.

| 4ET Tip No. 5 remind you, “Make 
opportunities to be exclusively with people 
of your own age.” 

The gap between the generations 
must always, in some respects, be 
real, wide, and yawning. Mix only 
with those older or younger than 
yourself and you'll get bored. 

So I’m always glad to see a dozen 
young mothers gathered over cokes, 
discussing their slants on life and 
modern baby raising. Again, I’m 
glad when I pass two octogenarians 
chatting happily on a park bench. 


" 
THe last special hint to guests is 
Tip No. 6: “Try to understand the 
psychology of doubling up.” 

Recently my favorite niece said 
to me, “I can’t understand why I 
say such horrid things to my in- 
laws who are so nice about taking 
us in. Nasty digs pop out of me un- 
expectedly.” Because she says my 
ideas helped her, I'll repeat them. 

For one thing, nobody enjoys 
doubling up, especially when he 
can’t pay in full for it. This blow to 
our independence and pride may 
cause us to overact defensively and 
emotionally—to pout, criticize, sulk, 
carry a chip on the shoulder, and to 
be full of self-pity, self-justification, 
and general cussedness. To avoid 
all this, it helps to understand the 
reason. 

If you’re an in-law, for heaven’s 
sake don’t brag about your wonder- 
ful family! If you’re male, use tact 
and keep your mouth shut. If you’re 
female, you can at least pretend to 
be assimilated. Jed Brewer, 60-year- 
old banker was boasting the other 
night about his daughter-in-law. 
“*She’s the best doggone Brewer of us 
all!’ he swore. Smart girl! Like 
Ruth, of the Bible, her stand is 
“Thy people shall be my people.” 

But there’s another slant on fam- 
ily pride. Doubling up can be dis- 
illusioning. Constantly rubbing

against one another shows up every 
defect. These hurt us because we’re 
all much too eager to be proud of our 
relatives. That’s why little flaws in 
family members are hard to bear, 
where the same shortcomings in 
friends or strangers wouldn’t mat- 
ter. The remedy is to cultivate a 
more impersonal view of our rela- 
tives and grant them the right to be 
queer, mistaken, and inane at times 
just as we readily grant this same 
liberty to others. 

What about those of us who are on 
the receiving end? From swapping 
experiences with middle-aged friends 
who are sharing their homes, I’d 
say there were five important warn- 
ings we hosts must keep before us, if 
things are to go smoothly. 


Warninc No. 1: “Expect every in- 
comer to do his full share of the work.” 
Yes; even if you have to be stiff 
about it. Establish clearly just what 
tasks each will take over. If possible, 
have each guest perform some tasks 
alone to place the responsibility 
clearly. It promotes good feeling, 
too. If the lady of the house knows 
she mustn’t enter the kitchen on 
certain days, it sounds as tho new 
freedom resulted from taking in her 
daughter-in-law. 

Remember that in middle age 
you hate to admit that you tire more 
quickly than you used to. Increase 
your work unduly and you'll get 
irritable from fatigue and take it 
out on others—a far worse thing 
than making them share the work. 
Good medicine is the afternoon 
nap, even if for only 10 or 15 min- 
utes. 


Warninc No. 2: “Establish quick- 
ly a definite understanding about how ex- 
penses will be shared.’ (But have it 
understood that the arrangement 
may be altered, if necessary, in the 
light of experience.) This may chal- 
lenge your best financial skill, espe- 
cially if you’re taking low-income 
doublers into a higher-income en- 
vironment. But paying in full should 
be the objective. If it isn’t possible, 
it’s better to reduce the living scale 
to your average individual allow- 
ances, even if it means more beans 
and spaghetti, less chicken and 
steak. 

Above all, don’t let the full load 
of economizing fall on you. For three 
years Mrs. K. has worn old clothes 
so her daughters could maintain 
their high standard of dressing. Her 
self-sacrificing has made her peevish. 
It would have been better for all if 
she’d shared the money equally with 
her children. 


Warninc No. 3: “Don’t overpro- 
tect your children.’ This overlaps pre- 
vious suggestions, but the point’s 
worth special emphasis. All of us old 
enough to vote have been thru the 
worst depression and the worst war 
in history. Now we face the greatest 
uncertainties yet. 

Today, more than ever before, 
young and old must learn how to 
stand up under frustrations, must 
tackle brain-busting problems alone,

Warninc No. 4: At the same 
time, ‘Remember the days of thy youth.” 
Whenever you feel irritated about 
juvenile attitudes or demands, try to 
remember yourself at 25. 

We who have seen more of life’s 
scenery must make allowances for 
those who have yet to have our ex- 
perience. By that, I don’t mean 
we’re superior—not at all! We’re 
only higher up on the hill of living 
and can see in better perspective. 

Warning No. 5: “Build your own 
U. N. to keep peace in the home.” 
Learn now to prevent a family fight 
before it explodes. When misunder- 
standings occur, enlighten; don’t 
nag or argue. Explain; don’t com- 
plain. Stick to the pertinent facts as 
rmpersonally as possible. Keep your 
emotions to yourself. 

Sometimes just by forcing your- 
self to lower your voice, you can 
keep a threatening discussion from 
turning into a hot argument. It helps 
to think of unpleasant words and 
actions as “intelligent” or “‘unin- 
telligent’”’ rather than “good” or 
“bad.” Thus it isn’t “‘wicked and 
ungrateful” for your grown son to 
blurt out something to you about 
yourself that’s rankled inside him for 
months. It’s either intelligent or un- 
intelligent—and can be both. If the 
observation contains truth it’s in- 
telligent; only the manner of de- 
livering it is unintelligent. Take to 
heart the truth in it, and refuse to 
be disturbed by the unintelligent 
expression of it. 


Waat about personal differences 
or problems that seem beyond solu- 
tion? 

Blessed is the doubler who can 
turn to a sympathetic outsider. If 
you’ve money to spare there’s the 
consulting psychologist. But the 
main thing is to get a first-class 
listener who will patiently hear you 
out. Given a chance to air our 
troubles fully, we find those troubles 
grow lighter. Often, as we talk, the 
best possible solution pops into 
mind as tho by inspiration. 

Here and there young veterans 
in crowded homes are walking out 
on their families, sometimes for 
good, because of the unmerciful 
nagging they get from parents and 
in-laws for not doing better. If that’s 
your problem, remember the chap- 
lain who was so ready to listen to 
your personal problems in wartime. 
Now he’s probably back in civilian 
life and just as ready to hear people 
in trouble. 


As TIMELY today as when ut- 
tered 1,800 years ago by Marcus 
Aurelius, Roman emperor and _phi- 
losopher, is this advice: 

‘“‘Begin the morning by saying to 
thyself, I shall meet with the busy- 
body, the ungrateful, arrogant, de- 
ceitful, envious, unsocial. ...But... 
no one can fix on me what is ugly, 
nor can I be angry with my kins- 
man, nor hate him. For we are 
made for cooperation, like feet, like 
hands, like eyelids, like the rows of 
the upper and lower teeth!” \ 

Measure up to that, and I 
wouldn’t be surprised if the U. N. 
called you in as moderator!

Summer Care 
for Evergreens 


By L. L. Kumilien 


Author of ‘'The Friendly Evergreens’’ 


EverGReENS are unusually free of troubles. Hot, 
dry summers, tho, are hard on them. You'll be well re- 
paid for an occasional few minutes devoted to these sug- 
gestions for improved tree health: 


Cut off and burn 
“cedar apples” on 
redcedars, also the 
shoots of pines, fir, 
wv Savin junipers 
killed back by blight 
diseases. Summer 
sprays able to stop these diseases 
damage evergreens. Caution: cut 
back 6 inches beyond dead area to 
be sure that all blight is removed 





Summer-prune early and lightly. 
Use a sharp knife. Nip off small tips 
of shoots growing faster than their 
neighbors. Do not use hedge shears 
to give a general haircut. Evergreens 
too big for their locations should be 
replaced by others of correct size 
to harmonize with surroundings. 
Only dwarf varieties can stay small 


Hand-pick the 2- 
inch-long unsightly 
bags of the bag- 
worm. Burn shoots 
damaged by pine- 
shoot moth or arbor- 
vitae leaf miners. 
Control sawflies and spruce bud- 
worms by lead-arsenate sprays,

Two days ago my watermelons 
were flourishing. Today they lie 
withered and dying. Only one plant 
looked healthy. I knew, the minute 
I saw them, what was the trouble. 
They have perished from wilt. 

Now, this is a bacterial disease. 
About the only control is to keep 
them free of the beetles carrying the 
disease, by thoro dusting. David and 
I have dusted. But somewhere we 
must have left the plants unguarded 
awhile after a rain. So far, the musk- 
melons and cucumbers, .subject to 
the same disease, seem safe.

July & Those sweetpeas are putting 
out so many blooms it keeps Maggie 
busy cutting them all. Which is in 
contrast to tales told by visitors who 
report theirs have by now all dried 
up. Maggie keeps explaining about 
the virtues of ours. 

Daylily excitement grows. Yes- 
terday the dark red Dominion and 
the semi-dwarf Bijou bloomed. This 
morning I was well-nigh speechless 
at Port—a smallish flower, dark red 
and with greenish throat. 

Tonight at my study desk I pon- 
dered long over iris catalogs and 
made out some lists of new varieties 
to order from growers. I am deter- 
mined to have an up-to-date col- 
lection of new varieties. I like to set 
out new iris in July. 


July 10 Among the uneventful 
events of this summer evening were: 
David cleared off an old strawberry 
bed and began spading up this for 
the new iris. I hoed out weeds from 
new strawberry bed. Began fall 
garden by sowing snap beans where 
watermelons had failed. Maggie 
picked first mess of snap beans and 
we sure enjoyed them. 


July 11 Mrs. Fluffy, our young- 
matron pussy has had her first batch 
of kittens. Maggie discovered them 
back under the big barberry hedge, 
so far under that we can’t reach 
them. It would take an expedition 
with lopping shears. 


July 12 1 have some old iris that 
must be dug and divided. Here I 
initiated David into the mystery of 
iris propagation. He dug the old 
clumps. Over at the compost pile I 
pulled them apart and cut off the 
tops with tin snips to make the new 
divisions, to be set out where last 
year was a mum bed. 

When I found a borer in lower 
stem or rhizome, I'd dig it out and 
squish it. Any rot I cut away with 
my garden barlow. The last job was 
to dip each rhizome in a cigar box 
of copper carbonate to disinfect 
against rot. Other materials that can 
be used, in water, as a dip, are 
bichloride of mercury or mercurous 
chloride (calomel). 


July 14 Wonderful rain most of 
today—the sort that you get on a 
picnic or a fishing trip. It was slow 
enough, so it all soaked in. Later, I 
got out the jolly old scythe and began 
to mow weeds here and yon. 


Vuly 16 In the mail was the first 
package of the new iris I had or- 
dered, so I set it out in rows in the 
new bed we’ve been getting ready. 
Among these were such fine things 
as At Dawning, China Maid, Cop- 
per Lustre, Matterhorn, Sierra Blue, 
and Tiffany. 


July 17 First glad of the year 
bloomed today. Also a bright spot 
outdoors is the Shasta daisies. Mag- 
gie has been nibbling at them with 
her scissors. 


uly 18 Sorta looked like rain to- 
night. So got busy and gave side- 
dressing of plant food to glads, 
dahlias, mums, zinnias, and most of 
other annuals. I had already done 
this to the roses some days since.

represents a separate circuit. If you 
have circuit breakers instead of 
fuses, each breaker represents a cir- 
cuit. 

Do not confuse appliance circuits 
with those designated for general 
purposes. An appliance circuit, 
wired with No. 12 wire, will get 
maximum performance at minimum 
cost from roaster-ovens, refriger- 
ators, toasters, waffle irons, hand 
irons, and the like. General-purpose 
circuits accommodate ‘“‘occasional” 
appliances such as vacuum cleaners, 
portable fans, radios, and fixed 
lights. They will operate efficiently 
with No. 14 wire if the circuit does 
not extend a great distance from the 
panel board. If a circuit of more 
than 35 feet is required, No. 12 wire 
is recommended, 


lr YOU are not sure how efficiently 
your present wiring system is work- 
ing, there are unmistakable signs. 
Do your lights flicker when the re- 
frigerator motor operates? It is a 
sure sign of wiring inadequacy. 
Likewise, if the lights dim when you 
switch on the roaster-oven, some of 
the current is being spent in heating 
wires, and it may take longer than it 
should to complete the cooking 
task. 

Inspect the wires leading to your 
home. Are there only two? There 


_ should be three if you want access

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July Garden Guide

In JULY, plan to keep your plants from suffering 
from heat and from water loss, to control insect pests, 
and to plant for late fall crops. 


Fall vegetables. Sweet corn for a late-fall harvest 
can be sown early this month. Green beans of a quick- 
maturing variety should be planted every 2 weeks 
until mid-August for a continuous crop of young, ten- 
der beans. Lima beans probably won’t mature if 
planted this late. The last of July is ideal for planting 
the fall crop of peas. Turnips, too, may be sown in the 
fall: you are likely to have a better crop than in the 
spring. 

The soil should be prepared for fall planting as 
carefully as for spring. Add fertilizer, and if the soil is 
poor, some organic matter to loosen it. Now that the 
weather is warm and the soil dry, plant the seeds a 
little deeper than you did in the spring. 


Mutches for seeds. A mulch over the seed row will 
hold moisture and aid in quick starting. A half-inch 
layer of peatmoss, some well-decayed leafmold, or 
even a strip of burlap is good. When using burlap or 
cheesecloth, don’t forget to remove the strips when the 
seedlings start to come up. 

Coarse, bulky material, such as lawn clippings or 
leaves that have not broken down, are not desirable 
because they tend to smother the plants. Peatmoss 
should be left on top of the ground when the young 
plants come thru; it will help in their development by 
holding moisture. 


Vegetables to set out. Set out cabbage plants the 
last of July, also endive, cauliflower, and broccoli 
plants. When setting out plants in hot weather, wa- 
tering is important. Sprinkle them thoroly the night 
before, so they will be full of water at the time of 
planting. Then water each plant when you set it out, 
and follow up again the next day. Set plants late in the 
day, so they will have a chance to get established be- 
fore the sun of another hot day hits them. 

Chinese cabbage can be sown now. It grows better 
im hot weather than lettuce and is a good substitute. 

Watch the spring-planted broccoli closely to keep 
all heads cut off before they start to flower. If it goes 
to seed, broccoli will stop sending out new green heads. 


duly miscellany. Mow the grass in the orchard and 
put the hay around the apple trees as a mulch. Any 
type of hay, grass, or weeds you can get to put under 
the trees is desirable. Start a foot away from the trunk 
and cover ground out to the end of the branches. 

Make the mulch one foot thick so that it will 
smother out weeds. Ask the man who takes care of 
your highway if you can get some hay from along the 
roadside to use. Next year, fertilize the grass between 
the fruit rows to grow more hay for mulch. 

During hot weather, set the lawn mower no lower 
than 1)4 inches. Do not mow the lawn as often as in 
early summer when the grass is growing rapidly, but 
mow it occasionally, to keep weeds from going to 
seed.

killers containing 2,4-D are effective. These killers 
work best when weeds are growing actively. Late June 
and early July is usually a good time. Later in the 
summer, they’re less effective. It’s best to spray dan- 
delions when they’re in bloom. 

Some of these 2,4-D weed killers are irritating to the 
skin. It’s well to know which, if any, affect you. All of 
them will harm evergreens and shrubs. Use a sprayer 
with which you can control their spread, and be on 
the lookout for drifting spray. Euonymus vegetus spraved 
with them will break out with a lot of warty growth 
that may kill the branches. 

It is almost impossible to wash 2,4-D solution out 
of a sprayer. To be safe, use a separate sprayer. To- 
matoes, especially, are easily killed by 2,4-D. 


Redspider-Mites. Hot dry weather favors red- 
spider-mites. They attack many evergreens, but es- 
pecially arborvitae, Pfitzer juniper, and Norway 
spruce. A telltale sign is yellowing of the foliage. When 
redspider-mites become numerous, the foliage shows 
a fine gray web over the needles. Shake a suspected 
branch over a white paper.

mites appear as crawling, pencil- 
point dots. 

Frequent hosing of plants with 
water under high pressure is an ef- 
fective control. However, if they get 
a heavy start, and you can’t keep 
them down with water, dust with 
sulfur. DDT is not effective against 
redspider-mites. Instead, it seems to 
encourage them, since it kills their 
natural enemies. 


Magnolia seale. Pick off the large 
white bodies before the young leave 
the adult to scatter over the tree. 
Spraying should be delayed until 
the young hatch, as they are easier 
to kill than adults. 


Perennials. Keep old blooms cut 
off to prevent seed formation. There 
are two reasons for this: to keep seed- 
lings, which may be of an undesir- 
able color, from coming up all over 
the garden, and to encourage the 
plant to bloom longer. 

Some seeds germinate better if 
sown as soon as ripe. Delphinium, 
for example, should be sown at once. 
Collect the seeds of Iceland poppy 
and sow them where you want pop- 
pies. If you don’t, self-sown plants 
will be everywhere. 


Oriental poppies. These are dor- 
mant now, and this is the best time 
to move them. After they start new 
shoots this fall, they should not be 
disturbed. You can lift the plants 
and divide the clumps, getting a top 
bud with each root section. 

Or if you wish to get a large num- 
ber of divisions from each plant, cut 
the roots into 3-inch sections. Put 
these in a vertical position with the 
large, or top, end up, either in the 
garden row or in pots. New roots 
will form at the bottom and new 
leaves at the top. If you wish to move 
them later after they have become 
established, put them in pots now, 
then wait until enough roots have 
formed to hold the soil ball together. 


Reck-garden perennials. Many 
may be pruned back at this time of 
year to keep the plants vigorous and 
compact. Left alone, they tend to 
open up in the center, as for example 
Campanula carpatica. Or the under 
section may turn brown, as often 
happens with thyme. 

Others that respond well to prun- 
ing now are Cerastium tomentosum, 
Arabis alphina, and Nepeta mussini. 
Cut the tops off within 2 inches of 
the crown of the plants, and new 
shoots will fill in yet this fall, making 
full, round clumps like those with 
which you started. 

If you want more plants, take the 
most vigorous cuttings and _ stick 
them in sand so that 1 or 2 joints are 


covered. Cut the tops back to just a | 


few leaves. Place the flat of sand in a 
coldframe. Keep well watered for 2 
weeks, then check to see if new roots 
have started. 

When 2 or 3 roots havé grown 2 
inches long, transplant from sand to 
a rich, sandy soil in the coldframe, 
in flats or in pots. If you do not have 
a coldframe, set a flat on the north 
side of a building and make a wind- 
break around it with boards.

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New Sprays Kall Flies 


SAFELY AND EASILY

Tuts summer has brought fly sprays that are more effective than 
ever. The most effective contain 3 to 5 percent DDT, combined with 
Thanite or pyrethrum. The sprays make flies groggy within a few 
minutes. When groggy, flies fall thru the spray’s lethal fog of insecti- 
cide and absorb fatal doses as they fall. Note: It is best to avoid pro- 
ducts that stress only a high “knockdown” power. Killing power must 
also be present. Like all DDT products, the new fly sprays must be 
handled with care. When properly handled, as demonstrated here, 
they are both safe and easy to use: 


Stere DDT and Thanite 
sprays on the top shelf 
in the utility room or 
broom closet. If taken 
internally, both materi- 
als are poisonous to man. 
Store them with the soap 
powders and waxes, nev- 
er with foods or dishes

Shut the doors before 
starting to spray. This 
prevents weakening the 
effect by diluting with 
air entering from out- 
doors. Complete spray- 
ing quickly to avoid in- 
haling excessive amounts 


of the potent DDT mist 












Close all windows for the 
same reason. The better 
grades of fly sprays will 
not stain wallpapers, 
draperies, clothing, or 
rugs. Paint, wax, var- 
nish, and most plastics 
aren’t injured or softened 


Remove bowls of fruit be- 
fore spraying a room. 
DDT and Thanite are not 
magical, all-purpose fly 
sprays that can be ap- 
plied to food. They are 
effective insect killers, safe 
when properly applied 
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Aim spray upward. Don’t 
try to hit the flies. When 
the air is filled with the 
insecticide every fly will 
be hit by the spray. Mos- 
quitoes are also killed by

This should have been 
done in May. Mebbe would have, 
if it hadn’t rained so much.
